An aceount of the translations, and 
priating of the Scriptures, by the mis- 
sivnaries and other persons. 

From the Panoplist—Oc' ober 1812. 


This statement commences with the 
translation first attempted, and shows 
what progress had been inade, in trans- 
lating and printing, at the beginning of 
the year 1812. 

1. Bengalee. The whole Bible printed, 
and a third edition of the New ‘Testa- 
ment. [At the last account anew edi- 
tion of the Pentateuch was printed to 
the middle of Leviticus. ] 

2, Shanscrit. The New ‘Testament 
and the Old to 1 Kings vin, translated ; 
—New Testament, Pentateuch, and Jo- 
sua, printed. 

3. Orissa. The whole Bible, except 
the Pentateuch translated ;—the whole 
Bible, except the Pentateucn, and from 
Judges to 2 Kings inclusive, printed ; 
the book of Ruth was also printed. 

4. Hindostanee. New Testament, Pen- 
tateuch, and Historical books, { from the 
lexinning of the Old Testament to Job, ] 
translated ;—New Testament, and a se- 
cond edition of the Gospels, printed, 
and Genesis in the press. [It was said, 
Nov. 1809, that from Job to Maiachi, and 
March 1810, that the whole Bible except 
the Pentateuch, was translated. The 
version was probably found defective. | 

5. Mahratta New Testament, Penta- 
teuch, and Magiography, (that is, from 1 
Chronicles inclusive, with Ruth, Lamen- 
‘ations, and Daniel.) translated ;—New 
Testament and Genesis, printed. 

_ 6, Chinese. New Testament, Genesis, 
Exodus, and Leviticus, translated i— 
Matthew and Mark, printed, 

7. Seek. New Testament, and the Old

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to Numbers, translated ;—-New Testa- 
ment in the press. 

8. Telinga. New Testament, and the 
Old to Numbers, translated ;—New Tes. 
tament in the press. 

9. Carnata. New Testament, and the 
Old to Deuteronomy, translated ;—New 
Testament just going to press. 

10. Guzerattee. The four Gospels 
translated ;the printing of Matthew 
had been begun but was relinquished. 

11. Birman. Matthew and Mark trans- 
lated j— printing not beguin,—ty pes cast. 

12. Cashmirian. Matthew, Mark and 
Luke translated ;—printing not begun,— 
fount of types about completed. 

13. Assam. Matthew translated ;— 
printing not begun. 

14. Nepala. Matthew translated ;—to 
chap. xii 3 printing not begun. 


Notwithstanding the Telinga is exhi- 
bited in this catalouge as heing in the 
press, it was not the Translation made 
at Serampure, but the one left by Mr. 
Desgranges, put to press by the Corres. 
ponding Committee of the Bible Society, 
and superintended by Ananda Rayer in 
person. Dr. Carey had said in Decem 
ber, 1810, that they were about to print 
this version immediately: Mr. Gordon 
told usin October, 1811, that it was ac.- 
tually printing in Bengal, under the eye 
of Ananda Rayer: and in an unpublish- 
edi part of a letter from Mr. Ward to 
Robert Ralston Esq. dated Jan. 15, 1819, 
itis stated that the Missionaries had in 
the press on their ownaccount, the Shan 
scrif, Orissa, * Hindostanee according to 
the Shanscrit,”? Mahratta, Chinese, Seek, 
[not Valinga| Carnata, and Birman ; 
and that they were printing or preparing 
types for the following five, which were 
‘under the patronage of the correspond 
ing Committee of the Bible Society, er 
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of the Calcutta Auxiliary Bible Soeiety ;”’ 

viz, the * Hindostanee according to ‘the 
Persian,” [Mr. Martyn’s Translation] 
the Persian, [a version of the New Tes- 
tament recently timished by the Rev. b. 
Sabastiani, “* an Italian priest of the 
Romish Church, a man of great learn- 
ing,’”— and « many years resident at 
the court of Persia ;°°—both of these were 
in the press at Ser: ampore as early as the 

4th of October, 1811.) the Telinga. Ta- 
mul, and Cingalese. The two latter, 
and the Malayalim. whicl seems not yet 
to have arrived from Malabar, were un- 
der the patronage of the Calcutta Bible 
Society. Besides these Dr. Carey geems 
to say in October 1811, that Sab: ws Ara- 
hic version was brouglit to Serampore to 
be printed. But neither this, vor Sa- 
bat’s Persian translation, nor the Guze- 
rattee of the missionaries, which was an- 
nounced in 1807 as im the press, was 


printing at Serampore on the 15th day of 


January, 1812. 

The following extract is from a letter 
of Dr. Carey’s, dated October 4, (8 11.— 
‘ There are still several languages in the 
East into which ne translation is yet be- 
gun:.vizthe language of Cabul, 
Thibetjthe languages “of Tartar y, the Ar- 
racan, Siam. and Cambodian langu: Ares 5 
together with those spoken Iy differe nt 
small nations of mountaineers ‘North and 
East of India : also a number of langua- 
ges spoken in the islands as the Javan, 
Macassar. Batta, Bue LOSSDs [ prob: ibly 
Buzis.| otherwise calied Bouguese, and 
several others unknown to me. [He 
seems to forget, though one of the Cor- 
responding Committee of the Bible Soci- 
ety, that three of these languages were 
among the several under taken by Dr. Ley- 
den, ‘and that one gospel at least had 
been for several mouths translated into 
Macassar, aid Bugis. }—* It must not be 
supposed,” continues Dr. Carey, © that 
[have given a complete account of all 
that remains to be done. ‘The languages 
spoken through all the islands of the In- 
dia Ocean and the Chinese Seas, must be 
very numerous, and many of them have 
scarcely been noticed by Europeans.— 
To the languages mentioned by name 
he might have “added the Tegala, Pali, 
gangs ag or Tonquinese, Calinga,

cellent Dr. Carey is so habit: uaily indef. 

nite whenever he has occasion to allude ty 
the labours of others. Had he Simply 
named the gentleman and the languages 
(which was just as easy as to omit th 

names) he would have committed im. 
portant information to the public. Hap. 
pily, however, this matter is explained 
in the last Report of the British and Po. 
reign Bible Society. We learn fro 
that Report that a part of the Gospel; 
had been translated into five languages 
by Dr. Leyden, but had not been printed 
in consequence of the much lamented 
death of that gentleman in the island o 
Java. 

At the date of the last accounts from 
India, there was a prospect that the ve 
sion preparing forthe Mahrattas would 
soon be applied to an important use. A 
friend of the Baptist Missionaries, who 
appears not to belong to tlreir commu: 
nion, was * gradually spreading the 
Scriptures, and the savor of the Redeem 
er’s name,” among that numerous aud 
powerful people. This information is 
communicated in aletter from Dr. Marsh- 
man. dated January 18, 1812. 

‘Thus it appears, that, at the com: 
mencement of the present year, the Bap- 
tist Missionaries had the care of fourteen 
Translations, the number proposed ii 
1806, the Persian and Bootan being e:- 
changed for the Cashmirian and Assan. 
One version was completed ; eight (1 
we tnay include the Birman in the nuw- 
ber) were in the press; and five were 
preparing. Besides, these, they were 
printing for the Corresponding Commit 
tee of the Bible Society, the Teling 
version of Deszranges, the Hindostanet 
of Martyn, the Persian of Sabastiani ; 
aud were by direction of the Calcui'a 
Society, printing or preparing types for 
the ‘Tamul Bible, the Cingalese New 
Testament, and the Maylayaliin New 
Testament, and probably expected som 
to be employed by one of the Bible Soci 
eties to print the Arabic and Persian 0! 
Sahat: in all, twenty-two versions 10 
nineteen languages, there being a dup): 
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cation of the Persian, Hindostanee, and 
relinga versions. In addition to these 
t may be observed that before thev dis- 

pissed the Persian, they had translated 
‘ye book of Psalms, and probably some 
other books, into that language, and had 
begun to print. 

At Rangoon, the Birman, one of the 
fourteen, was going on under the two 
\issiunaries— Matthew and Mark trans- 

iated—to be printed at Serampore,—the 
printing scarcely begun. Another ver- 
sion had been contemplated by Mr. 
Pritchett. 


In the College of Fort William, the 
rst versions of the Gospels into Persian 
and Hindostanee had been made. A 
st of the latter had been printed at the 
‘ollege press, and a part, or the whole, 
i the former. Dr. Leyden had under- 
taken the charge of seven languages ; 
into five of which, it would seem, one 
Gospel had been translated. The College 
was earnestly engaged in issuing Gram- 
ars, Vocabularies, and othe: works 
subservient to the various translations. 
At Cawnpore, the version of the New 
Testament was complete in three lan- 
guages, one of which was already in the 
Mission press. This was the third Uin- 
dostanee translation that was underta- 
ken, A part of the Persian was publish- 
ed. The Old Testament was about to be 
translated into the three languages ; an 
Arabic version of Genesis alre ady dens. 
At V izagapatam a version of the 
‘iree first Gospels into the Telinga had 
veen left by Desgranges, and was print- 
ing at Serampore under the eye of Anan- 
da Rayer. This is the only Telinga 
translation that has been brought to the 
press, though it was the second that was 
undertaken. Mr. Gordon was lahoriag 
7 at John, and Mr. Lee at Genesis. 
lhe first draught by Ananda Rayer was 
far advanced. 


In Malabar, the New Testament was 
translated into the Malayalim, and was 
printing at Bombay. A new edition of 
OOD copies about to be put to press: at 
‘erampore by the Calcutta Bible Socie- 
ty. The Old Testament probably in a 
course of translation. 

In Ceylon, the translation of the Old 
Testament was begun. A large edition, 
9000 copies, ) ofan old version of the 
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New Testament was printing or about to 
be printed at Serampore by the Calcutta 
Society. 


At Canton and Macao, Mr. Morrison 
was completing and correcting a defec- 
tive Chinese version of the New Testa- 
ment carried out from England, and had 
already printed the Acts. He had be- 
gun a new version of Genesis and 
Psalms. Two Chinesetranslations were 
printing in Asia. At Bellary, Mr. Hands 
had translated Luke into the Comaree 
or Canara language. 

At Madras, Mr. Jarrett, for aught 
that appears, was still pursuing the ver- 
sion into the Western Malay. 

Mr. Sabastiani had finished a Persian 
translation of the New ‘Testament, 
which was in the press. ‘This was the 
third version into that language, besides 
the ene which had been discontinued at 
Serampore. 

By a clause in Dr. Buchanan’s * Start 
it appears that some at- 
tempts had been made to prepare the 
Scriptures for the islands in the Pacific 
Ocean, a3 distinguished from the Wala- 

an islands. 

The British and Foreign Bible Society 
had appointed a Corr esponding Commit- 
tee in Bengal, to be their organ while 
their aid is needed in any regiow of Kas- 
tern Asia. ‘That Cc ‘ommittee besides all 
the encouragement which they have giv- 
en to different editions of the Scriptures, 
have established at Calcuttaa General 
Repository for Bibles in all languages 
connected with a Translation- Library, 
and have entered upon a plan to support 
Public Readers of the Scriptures in the 
different countries of the East. 

An Auxiliary Bible Society has been 
established at Calcutta, whose primary 
object is to supply the native Christians 
of India and Ceylon with the Word of 
God in their own tongues. With funds 
amounting te thirty-three thousand dol- 
lars, collected in the first ei ight mouths 
after their formation, thev have already 
undertaken new and large editions of the 
‘Jamul Bible, and the Cingalese and Ma- 
lavalim New Testament, for the benefit 


of seven or eight or nive hundred thou- 
sand professing Christians. 

This stupendous account presents | you 
with ten stations where versions of the 
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Scriptures are preparing, and with thir- 
ty-one translutions, in twenty-five dis- 
tinct languages. But Dr. Leyden had 
engaged for two more versions, and one 
more language, one of the languages hav- 
ing since been undertaken at Serampore. 
Allowing these to be going forward, you 
have thirty-three translations in twenty- 
six languages. If you add to these the 
Tamul and Malay versions formerly 
made, you have thirty-five translations 
in twenty-eight languages.

thy ofa placein the archives of the Russian 
B ble Society. The news of the formation ofa 
Bible Society in St. Petersburg, seers to have 
made such an impression on the mind of the 
writer, that she could not retrain from express- 
ing her own feglings, and what she knew to be 
the feelings of many thousands of her own 
yank in her native country.

tish and Foreign Bible Society, having 
failen into my hands, [read your Exce), 
leucy’s name as President Of the Soe. 
ty at Petersburg, with a glow of grat. 
tude in my heart, both to the Almight; 
Agent, who has the hearts of all menin hi: 
hand, fad to you as acting under the dj 
vine direction, which I cannot well ey 

ress. 

And indeed itis surely a good omen 
for this Institution to he favoured in hay. 
ing such a great personage for its Presi. 
dent ; not that there is any respect of 
persons with God, but besides their pe. 
cuniary aid, the example of the great has 
ordinarily much influence on the lower 
classes. Highas you are placed, Sir, in 
Holy Providence, an interest in the Sa. 
viour and his divine righteousness, zeal 
for his declarative glory, and concern for 
the salvation of perishing sinners, isa 
badge of far more distinguished honour: 
for thus saith the Lord, (Isaiah xlin. 4. 
Since thou wast precious in my sight, 
thou hast been honourable, and I have lov 
ed thee.— The righteous, and thev alone, 
wie the excellent onesof the earth, Ps. xvi, 
S. None of the warlike exploits whic! 
deservedly procured. titles of honour tv 
the heroes of our day, can once be com- 
pared to what is done with a view to the 
advancement of the Redeemer’s king: 
dom, an the salvation of immortal souls, 
Time, with its rapid current, will shortly 
sweep away their highest titles, whic 
are but sprung of earth, and their most 
renowned atchievements will be for eve 
buried in oblivion, if they have not th 
honour which cometh from above, ail |! 
their names be not written in the Lamt’s 
book of life ; while the righteous shall be 
had in everlasting remembrance, an 
they who turn many to righteousness 
shall shine as the stars for ever and ever. 

I likewise read, with a kind of trans- 
port, the ukase of the great and good 
ALEXANDER, sanctioning the formation 
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ofthe Institution, and desiring to be 
«)gsidered a member of thesame. This 
ought tomy recollection that Divine 
yomise to the Gentile Church, * And 
bings shall be thy nursing fathers ; 7 Is. 
glix. 23. Nor can he derogate any thing 
from his greatness, by countenancing 
uch a laudable undertaking. Solomon, 
of whomitis said, 1 Kings, x. 23. that 
he excelled all the kings of the earth for 
his wisdom aad riches, did not think it 
below his dignityto vive orders about the 
building of the temple, and to contribute 
thereto; and he also stood and prayed 
before the whole congrevation at the de- 
dication thereof. And if [ might be per- 
itte! to express my humble opinion, I 
would say. that to enlighten the benight- 
ej tribes of those who sit in darkness, 
and in the region of the shadow of death, 
with the light of divine revelation, which 
shuws unto them the way of salvation, 
is a nobler enterprise than even the 
building of the temple of Jerusalem, but 
none hada natural right to that sacred 
edifice but the tribes of Israel ; but this 
isdesigned to benefit all nations, kind- 
reds, and languages, and seems to be 
ushering in that grand event, * when the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord as the waters cover the sea.”

_ The events which have come to pass 
nour days, are suchas nothing but the 
spirit and zealafthe Lord of Hosts could 
perform. The unanimity and oneness 
of sentiment which prevailsamong Chris- 
tians of so many denominations, and the 
removal of the prejudices which lay on 
the minds of many, even in our own 
country, not te speak of the nations a- 
broad, some of which are less enlighten- 
el, isa work which could not be per- 
formed by might nor by power, but by 
the Spirit of the Lord, and seems to in- 
dicate the approach of that happy peri- 
ud, when there shall be one fold and one 
Shepherd. What has already been done 
by means of those laudable undertakings, 
would have been deemed impossible not 
many years ago. But the removal of 
those obstacles out of the way, which 
appeared insurmountable by huinan pow- 
er, looks like the bechipitohaivnt of a- 
nother gospel promise.

30. * Our God hath rebuked tie 
spearmen;he hath scattered the people 
who delight in war 3” and now every 
one in general is submitting himself, and 
bringing his pieces of silver for the des- 
truction of Satan’s interests, and the 
advancement ofthe Redeemer’s kingdom 
on the ruins thereof—for the effecting of 
which, the word of the Lord, accompani- 
ed by the power of his Spirit, is the most 
powerful engine. Thoughdarkness now 
covers a great part of the earth, and gross 
darkness the people ; yet, by the univer- 
sal dispersion of the word of salvation a- 
mong them, they are called to arise and 
shine for their light is come, and the glo- 
ry of the Lord has arisen upon them.

Your Emperor, whose affable conde- 
scending manner, has rendered his name 
savoury overhalf the inhabited glube ; has 
rendered it still more so, by placing it a- 
long with vour Exceiency’s, and other 
Princes and great men, asa subscriber to 
such acwodlike Institution. tn this we 
sce the fulfilment of another part of an- 
cient prophecy, “ The Gentiles shall 
come to thy light, and kings to the bright- 
ness of thy rising : their kings shall min- 
ister unto thee.” Is. Ix. 3, 10. 

If your Excellency has suffered me 
thus far, permit me to say, Goon in the 
name of God, using your utmost endea- 
vours to send the light of life to the dark 
places of the earth, that have long been 
full of the habitations of horrid cruelty : 
and may every member of your Society 
feel the salutary influence of the word on 
his own soul. God grant you all an in- 
terest in the Saviour and his diyine 
righteousness, which is the sum and sub- 
stance of all the promises contained in 
that blessed book, the Bible. These 
things, which are sonearly connected 
with the glory of God and the salvation of 
souls, makes our day a good day indeed. 
The cloud that rose like a man’s hand in 
bigness in the formation of the first Bible 
Society, is now covering the whole hea- 
vens;and there is the sound of abun- 
dance of rain in the clouds of promise to 
the Gentile church, of which Britain and 
Russia form a part.

The con- 
tents of your letter, notwithstanding the 
weakness of your sex, as you ¢Xpress it, 
bear testimony to * the grace of God, 
which is given you by Jesus Christ.” 
Therefore not only J, but all the Mem. 
bers of the Committee of the Russian 
Bible Society, heard your letter read 
with very great satisfaction, observing 
in it youe true veneration of the word 
of God, and the power of that word 
working in you.—The word of eternal 
life, * which speaketh the word vf Gud 


“ina mystery, even the hidden wisdom 


which God ordained before the world un- 
tou our glory, which none of the princes 
of this world kenew,? is the most valua- 
ble gift of the Savior to redeem men ; to 
whom it is “ given to know the myste- 
ries of the kingdom of heaven ; who have 
received not the spirit of the world. hut 
the Spirit which is of God, that we mig ii 
know the things which are freely given 
us of God.” 

Assured of these truths—and knowing 
the value of the word of God, my coun- 
trymen have formed themselves into a 
Bible Society. which is founded on the 
principles of the British and Foreign Bi- 
ble Society. Russia, our. native fand. 
contains “many different nations and 
tribes of Mahomedaus and Heathens, 
exclusive of the many millions of native 
Russians. To furnish all these with ‘he 
word of God, our Society is now occu- 
pied in printing upwards of one hundred 
thousand copies of Bibles and New Tes- 
taments, in fourteen different languages, 
of which several editions are already 

ublished, and others nearly printed off. 
Thus the word of God grows ana in- 
creases in this extensive empire. People 
of every age and sex, soldiers and Kos- 
saks, seem inflamed with adesire to read 
the Holy Scriptures, believing firmly, 
that in them the way of salvation is only 
to be found. Many are the promoters 
of this good work in this country, of rich 
and poor, who send in their gilts to aid 
this Society, which opens to every one 
who desires “ the well of water spring: 
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ing up into averlasting life.”’ The pro- 
hetic voice has long called men to come 
to thisfountain. Ho! every one that 
rhirsteth come yeto the waters, and he 
that hath no money, come ye buy and eat, 
wa come buy wine and milk, without 
‘wmey and without price.” Now this 
prophecy 1 fulfilling; never were there 
times like the present, when men seem 
every where turning unto God by our

MISSIONARY EXTRACTS. 
August to November, 1813. 
Extract of a Letter from Mr. Moore, 

Missionary in Hindosthan, to Dr. Ry- 

land. 

VRINDA-VUNA* 

«“ Some of the people whom we have 
employed for some time past in reading 
the sacred scriptures, profess faith in 
them, and speak highly of them to Vrin- 
da-vuna or to us. On these oceasions 
he will reply, ¢ Brother, the bullock may 
carry sugar, buthe never knows how sweet 
it is.’ (Bullocks, and not horses, are 
used here for carrying grain, sugar, and 
other commodities.) When speaking 
of the good things contained in many 
books that are in the world, he said one 
day toa man, ‘ Yes brother, that may be 
true, an elephant may see a large heap 
of sand and sugar mixed together, but it 
is the ants which separate the one from 
the other. and eat the sugur.’ He is the 
inost free from servility and duplicity of 
almost any native that I have seen. He 
often speaks of the depravity of his heart 
with tears. He is much affected with 
the tenderness and indulgence of Christ 
towards his disciples. I was one day 
speaking of {hrist’s conduct towards 
Philip, after the many proofshehad given 
of hisdivinity, (Joho xiv. 8.&c.) when the 
old man inmediately burst into tears.— 
We often hear inuch of the timid Hinduo, 
but fear, of all things, seems to be the 
most distant from bis mind. In the de- 
livery of his message to his fellow-crea- 
tures, no one can intimidate him, nor is 
he ever irritated ; he will hear opposers 
with patience, and continue to urge that 
there are but two classes of men in the 
world—two roads, and two places at 
the end of the journey: the good old 
man generally gains assent tw this, and 
then proceeds with his cautions, apd ex- 
hortations.””
